FLYING MEDICAL SERVICE 

Roth the provincial and federal 
governments were ofleTed a sugg¬ 
estion of high practical value in the 
address of I>r. Mary Johnstone. MB 
E, who told the Women's Canadian 
Club of Edmonton something about 
the value of the medical flying ser¬ 
vice now operating in Australia. 

The establishment of air ambulan¬ 
ces for the regular uieof civilians 
and a nursemg and medical service 
by airplane would add immeasur¬ 
able Inducements for the settlement 
of Canada's Northland. 

Dr. Johnstone told graphically of 
her experiences as a count! y doctor 
in Not them Albeita where, she said, 
many lives could be saved by a fly¬ 
ing medical service. Great distances 
bad road?, and severe weather she 
said, all contribute to ibe impossi¬ 
bility of getting patients to hospital. 

Her suggestion for the establish¬ 
ment of such a servire has a large 
humanitarian value. No* sum is too 
large to spend if only a single life 
is in Jeopardy because of the unavail 
ability of medical service in remote 
areas. 

The proposal however, has an add¬ 
itional economic value. 

Nothing militates so strongly ag¬ 
ainst the establishment of homes in 
the north country as the unwilling- 
uesB of potential settlers to take 
tlicir wives and families into dist¬ 
ricts where they cannot bo assured

With the volume of motor traffic 
on the Increase, officials of the 
Alberta Motor Association are draw¬ 
ing fresh attention to the slogan, 
'Take It Easy'*; 

This year there are indications 
that more cars than ever before will 
bo on the highways. Tourists are cer 
tain to visit the province in record 
numbers. 

The number of car licenses issued 
by the provincial secretary’s depart¬ 
ment is far In excess of n year ago. 
Within a short time after new lic¬ 
enses went on sale more than 60.000 
had been issued. 

A study completed by the Amer¬ 
ican Automobile Association shows 
that when car speeds are Increased 
from 35 to 65 miles per hour, car 
operating costs increase fro ma little 
over two and a half cents to approx¬ 
imately six cents per mile. 

Based on a 1000 mi’e trip .the 
average car driven at the higher 
speed consumes four an d a half 
times more oil and twice as much 
gasoline than the moderate 35 miles 
per hour speed. Tire wear and re¬ 
pair costs aie tripled. 

The high cost of fast driving is 
another good reason why drivers 
should Take it Easy.

PLANS TO IMPROVE 

2000 MILES OF ROADS 

• • • 

Improvements over 2000 miles of 
highways are planned this year by 
the provincial public works depart¬ 
ment, according to information by 
the A'berta Motor Association. 

The program, to be financed out 
of the $13,500,000 road program cov¬ 
ers 545 miles of construction to 
standard earth grade on main and 
secondary highways, 573 miles of 
fiits course gravel surfacing on 
main and secondary highways and 
247 miles of asphaltic surfacing 
with 209 miles of stabalized gravel 
base course on main and secondary 
highways. 

One of the major projects will be 
paving of the 67 mi'e stretch bet¬ 
ween High River and Mncleod. 

The program also intrudes paving 
between Lethbridge- Mncleod and 
Maeleofl-l’inclier. 

A 22 mile stretch between Rouoka 
and Wetasklwin also is to lie com¬ 
pleted tills season. 

One of the main bridge projects 
will be the erecting of a bridge over 
the Old Man river. This will be an 
eight span 800 foot bridge.

POOL RESERVE PURCHASE 

The Alberta Wheat Pool lias mailed cheques to a value of $602,801.84 
covering Hie purchase of Pool i ©serve** from the eatitea of deceas'd 
Pool members and also from farmer members who attaine* the age 
qf 75 years as at December 31, 1947. 

In recent months the Alberta Pool has also redeemed reserves 
to the value of $80,781.39 from members who had passed their 65th 
birthday oil December 81, 1947, and who had ceased to have any in¬ 
terest in grain producing land. 

1 he total payment in ^redeeming all categories of reserves during 
Hie current year was $683,583.23. The reserves thus redeemed were 
contributed by the membership between the years 1923 and 1928. 

Reserves are purchased on one hundred cents on the dollar. They 
will be re-issued in the form of patronage dividends to patrons of 
Alberta Pool E'evators. 

COARSE GRAINS ADJUSTMENT PAYMENT 

I lie Alberta Wheat Pool mailed cheques totalling approximately 
Ta. noiio 1 aimers who delivered oats and bar’ey between August 
1 and October 21, 1947. The payment was 14TsC a bushel on barley 
and 1on oats. 

l ioiu August 1 to October 21 of last year the fedeial government 
maintained ceiling prices of 65c a bushel for oats and 93c a bushel 
loi bailey, basis Fort William. Farmers who delivered those grains 
in that period had to accept those prices On October 21st the ceil¬ 
ings were removed and prices advanced sharply, creating an unfair 
situation to those who delivered oats and barley earlier 

Ibis matter was discussed at the annual meeting of the Alberta 
M heat Pool held last November, and a decision was reached to re- 
Imid excess earnings on the volume of oats and bailey delivered 
l*i ior to October 21st to the farmers who had made such deliveries.

Abnormalities Caused By 2,4-D 

During the n*$t two years con¬ 
siderable information ha* been 
gathered, based on the experience 
of investigator*, farmers and others, 
on the effect of 2.4-P on cereal 
crop* and flax. Of the main field 
crone crown on thf prairies, wheat 
and rye have shown a higher refin¬ 
ance to 2,4-D than either oat6 or 
barley. Fla^ is much less mietant 
to damage than cereal crops. » 

Tolerance of Crops to 2,4-D .— 
Overdosages or application of 2,4-D 
at tlie wrong stage of growth may 
cause many unusual abnormalities 
to appear on the growing crop, 
Symptoms of damage in wheat, rye 
and barley, may be indicated by 
clubbed heads, twin head6 or mul¬ 
tiple spikelets. Oats, on the other 
hand, may show’ double panicles, 
leaves with both edges curled in¬ 
wards or thick, flattened stems, 
while flax may show twin bolls, 
flattened or twisted stems and 
delayed maturity. 

Seed growers, crop inspectors, 
and others should be familiar with 
these abnormalities where the 
purity of the crop is being consid¬ 
ered. Malformations caused by 
2,4-D should be recognized as such, 
and not confused with regular off- 
types which may be present in the 
crop. 

Proper .Implication of 2,4-D 
Important. The official recom¬ 
mendations which have been widely 
publicized in bulletins prepared by 
the Provincial Departments of Agri¬ 
culture, are based on the best avail¬ 
able knowledge and should he 
followed to the letter. 

In order to reduce crop injury to 
the minimum,. 2,4-D chemical for the 
control of weeds should not be 
applied:
